THEOBY OF SUICIDE REFUTED. 


Parties W anted for Misdemeanors 
at Los Angeles Apprehended 
at the M etropolis.

Ban F rancisco, May 11.—A. J. 
Bryant, ex-Mayor of this city, was 
attacked with vertigo on the Narrow- 
Gauge ferry boat this morning, fell 
into the hay, and was drowned. Hie 
body was recovered and removed to 
the morgue. 
Considerable doubt is expressed as 
to whether. Bryant's death was an 
accident or suicide, and the latter 
theory seems to he more generally 
accepted. He left here for Alameda 
on the steamer Encinal at 9:16 this 
morning, and was noticed to be very 
nervous and oxeite.1 when he pur­ 
chased a ticko’.. 
Some of his intimate friends pay he 
lias acted queerly recently, and fears 
have been expressed that he was get­ 
ting softening of the brain. No ono 
appears to have seeu him fall from 
the boat, but the body was picked up 
after it haul sunk twice by a boat 
lowered from a passing steamer. Life 
was not extinct, but. the men in the 
boat did nothing for him, amT they 
also insist ho was still alive when 
placed on the wharf a few minutes 
later. The body was af'erwards re­ 
moved to the morgue. Coroner Stan* 
ton stated an autopsy would have to 
be held to determine whether or not 
B n ant had a fit. 
Theories of suicide and accident 
were pro ounded as soon as Mr. 
Bryant's d*ath was known, but. the 
former waa scouted at the office of the 
Biate Investment Insurance Company, 
of which he was President. His pri­ 
vate a flairs, as far as known, were not 
such as to make the man des|>erate, 
hut his health, had been poor for six 
months or more, as he was suffering 
from Bright’s disease of the kidneys. 
Horne Hav he had heart disease, lie 
had wasted away greatly, and was 
eubiect to fainting spells. It is thought 
probable that when Mr. Bryaut went 
to the ticket office one of these 
spells was coming on, and that he 
fainted while loaning on the rail of 
the boat a few minutes later, and in 
falling slipped into the water. When 
he made his appearance at the ticket 
office of the narrow gauge ferry a few 
minutes before 3:15, he was very ner­ 
vous. Hid hands trembled violently, 
and he seemed to have difficulty in 
seeing cleatly. It was also evident 
he was mentally perturbed.

Han F rancisco, May 11.—The re 
ported sale of the Pomona and Elsi­ 
nore Railroad to the Southern Pacific 
Company, which just became public, 
has been the subject of much comment 
among railroad men in this city. Tc- 
day an Associated Press representa­ 
tive 
whs detailed to learn the 
exact particulars of the transar 
tion. 
He first attempted to see 
President Gird, but learning that 
he aud Engineer Treadwell had left 
for the South,- he next sought rn 
interview with Mr. Monteith, the at­ 
torney of the road, who had conducted 
the negotiations. He was found sick 
iu bed at the Palace Hotel and not 
ab'o to be seen. The Southern Pacific 
officials were 
next approached. 
They were extremely reticent, but 
finally a railroad man, fully con­ 
versant with the details of the transac­ 
tion, was ioduced to give what is 
believed to be the first accurate repo.t 
of the deal yet given to the public. 
About a year ago tho late Geo. A. 
Coulee, of San Diego, and Geo. W. 
Monteith, at that time a resident of 
Riverside, conceived the idea of u 
competing line between Los Angeles 
and San Diego via Elsinore. After 
canvassing the matter thoroughly if 
was decided to try and induce ex­ 
Governor Merrill aud his associates, 
wtio had weviously incorporated the 
Pomona ami Elsinore line, to,join in 
the undertaking. Monteith had an 
interview with Governor Merrill, 
tho result of whioh was that he and 
his associates entered heartily into 
the scheme. Monteith then went 
East for tiie summer and,while there, 
talked the subject over with the Mis­ 
souri Pacific people, who at that time 
had hardly decided upon entering 
.“onthern California. On his return 
it was determined, if possible, to in­ 
terest the Southern Pacific Company 
in the project, and the matter was 
broached to them. 
Stephen T. 
Gage was then delegated to meet 
Messrs. Cowles and Monteith in San 
Diego, and in October an important 
conference was had at the Florence 
Hotel, aud the formation of the Han 
Diego and Elsinore Railway Company 
determined upon. Mr. Cowles’ death 
soon after caused some little delay, 
but Monteitli went to work and suc­ 
ceeded in interesting Messrs. Bryant 
Howard, E. W. Morse and Judge M. 
A. Luer in the enterprise. They, 
with Governor Stcveuson, of Nevada, 
who went in at the instance of Gage, 
together with Messrs. Merrill, Gird, 
Joy, H**ald and Palmer, of Pomona 
and Elsinore, 
now a company, 
projected a line from San Diegj to 
Elsinore, vhich, together with the 
Pomona ami Elsinore road and the 
Southern Pacific, made a short and 
eminently practical route between San 
Diego and i os Angeles, and at the 
same time afforded the¡ Southern Pa­ 
cific ranch needed connection with 
8.»n Diego. 
The San Bernardino 
Central, merely a braflch of the Elsi­ 
nore line, was also organized during 
the winter. However, the Missouri 
Pacific, whose interest had been 
awakened by Monteith’s visit East, 
began to repent of 
what l>e^an 
to look like a lost opportunity, 
aud made a number of overtures 
to the Elsinore people. 
The trouble 
lav with the Pomona & Elsinore, 
which, unlike the Han Diego <V Klein- 
o e and San Barnardino Central, the 
So >thern Pacific did not control, and 
which controlled the invaluable Tern- 
escal Pass. A greaf deal of time was 
spent in negoitating, as Governor 
Merrill because of his great personal 
friendship for Russell Sage, of the 
Missouri Pacific, was determined to 
soli to them. Last January, however, 
Messrs. Merrill, Monteith and Palmer 
came to San Francisco and after a 
second 
interview 
with 
Charles 
Crocker, vei bally agreed to let 
the Southern Pacific have the 
oad, provided C. P. Huntington 
agreed to the terms of the same; and 
it was further agreed to allow the 
matter to rest until such a time as he 
would arrive. His delay in coming 
made Governor Merrill impatient and 
lie went to New York tur no other 
purpose than closing with the Mis­ 
souri Pacific. 
The friends of the 
Southern Pacific now thoroughly 
alarmed brought the matter to 
Huntington’s attention, and Gird and 
Monteith, both of whom favored the 
latter, were delegated to come to San 
Francisco. Monteith arrived first and 
spent a gieit deal of time in con­ 
sultation with Huntington. The latter 
was unfavorable to San Diego and did 
not want to effect such a radical 
change in the long established policy 
of his road. He spoke disparagingly 
of San Diego’s harbor and seemed 
unable to see any good in the place at 
all. Monteith, however, presented 
arguments ard facts that he could 
not combat, and by the time Gird 
arrived the great magnate had con 
eluded to succumb to the inevitable 
and build to San Diego. Gird had 
hut a few words with Huntington and 
the transfer was finally consummated 
five or six days ago, and the Pomona 
and Elsinore became part and parcel 
of tue system presided over by Stan­ 
ford, Huntington and Crocker. 
By the terms of sale the line is to 
be completed at once. In fact, orders 
have been given to the construction 
department to proceed at once with 
the work. 
In six months trains 
Will probably be running to Elsinore, 
and at about that much mote to San 
Diego. The immediate completion 
of the line to Sin Diego is not yet defi­ 
nitely determined on for several rea­ 
sons. In the first place, not a shovel 
of earth will he turnod until the right- 
of-way from Elsinore to San Diego is 
actua ly secured. Secondly, terminal 
facilities are to lie secured in San 
Diego, and lastly, the rail question is 
at present a serious obstacle to the 
rapid construction of the line. 
It is understood that a proposition 
will be made to the San Diega people, 
the substance of which is that if the 


citizens of that place will offer suffi 
cient inducement in the way of a 
bonus or subsidy, the line Will be 
pushed forward rapidly, otherwise it 
will take its conree. It is believed 
that the new terminal company just 
incorporated will supply terminals. 
An important meeting of the San Di­ 
ego and Elsinore Directors will be 
held in San Diego as soon as Montieth 
is able to go and Brj ant Howard le- 
tums. 
BIO SANTA FE SCHEME. 
N ew Y o rk, May 11.—An evening 
paper prints a story crediting the 
Santa re Railway Company with a 
scheme to purchase or lease the New 
York, Lake Erie and Western Rail­ 
road, aud thus have a grand transcon 
tinental line under their own manage 
ment. If the Erie people will no' sell 
tli* ir road, the Santa Fe People have 
decided, tho p a ir ’s authority says, to 
lease it, and in The event of their re­ 
fusing to either sell or lease* the Santa 
Fe will immediately ópen a rate war 
and the estahli hment of a five-dollar 
fare between Kansas City and Cali 
fornia points, to compel other roads to 
combine against the Erie in favcr of 
the Santa Fe’s wishes.

CANADIAN CONDUCTORS. 
T oronto, Ont.. May' 11.— At last 
uight’s session of Railway Conductors, 
the subject of the engineers’ strike on 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad was fully discussed in its 
bearing on the interests of conductors. 
The report of the (rrund Officers, con­ 
demning the strike and expressing ap­ 
proval of the course adopted by mem­ 
bers of the order, was indorsed by 184 
to 69. Great interest was taken owing 
to the presence of forty conductors 
from the “Q” road. A strong effort 
was made, principally by men from 
New York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, to prevent the adoption of the 
clause dealing with the strike. 
Toronto, May 11.—At to-day’s ses­ 
sion oi the railway conductors a ques­ 
tion arose on motion, whether or not 
to concur in that part of the Secre­ 
tary’s report dealing with the sending 
out by him of advance sheets to 
railway officials in antagonism to the 
Burlington strikers. The debate was 
very lively, at times falling into per­ 
sonalities. Grand Secretary Daniels 
was severely handled. The motion 
finally carried— ’31 to 119.

OEN. WOESELEY MAY RESI«K. 


England's Armament Discussed— 
Continental A Ifairs — Dorn 
Pedro a Very Sick Man.

London, May 11.—In tho House of 
Lords to-day Viscount Harring asked 
what truth there was in the reports 
that England was in a defenseless 
condition, etc. 
The Duke of Cambridge denied that 
tho country was in immediate im­ 
minent danger and said the Govern­ 
ment was fully alive to the importance 
of reforming aud strengthening their 
defensive forces. 
IiOrd Salisbury protested against 
the prevailing impression that because 
the Government did not make showy 
speeches their vigilance slept. 
The 
Government must practice the ut­ 
most reticence in such m atters; 
no'hing would he more insane than 
to explain to all the world what Eng­ 
land’s strength was, and the nature of 
lhe precautions she was taking. The 
fact was there had been considerable 
increase in preparations in recent 
years; since 1884, both tho army and 
navy had been much strengthened. 
The army had been increased from 
181,217 men, on all arms, to 212,480 
men, while the expenditures for the 
navy had risen from £4.449,000 to~£«,- 
611.030. 
He complained that the 
high military authorities were making 
statements against the Governmental 
public banquets where they could not 
be answered. General Lord Wolseley, 
he said, had recently declared the 
reason the anny and navy were not 
as strong as they ought to he," was to 
he fouud in the system of government 
conducted by a party which was the 
curse of England, depriving English 
statesmen of mauly honesty. General 
Wolseley ought to have made that 
statement in Parliament, where he 
could be answered. 
In the Commons. Lord George 
Hamilton, first Lord of the Admiralty, 
was questioned regarding the rejrort 
that the strength of the Russian 
squadron iu the Pacific was superior 
to that of the English equadron in 
those waters In reply, he stated the 
Russian fleet consisted of one iroD 
clad and four cruisers and was not 
equal either in numbers or in strength 
to the British force on the Chinese 
station alone. 
8ENSATÍON OVER SALISBURY’S SPEECH. 
Lord Salisbury’s speech in the 
Lords this evening has caused a sen­ 
sation in political and military 
circles. The attack upon General 
Lord Wolseley was wholly unex­ 
pected. The general opinion is that 
Lord Wolseiey will resign after reply­ 
ing to the Premier. 'Hie Liberals are 
inclimd to support Lord Wolseley’s 
position, which is upproved hv all 
the military members of the Com­ 
mons. 
ON A %AR FOOTING. 
The Duke of Cambridge, General 
Lord Wolseley, General Sir Butler 
and other officers held a long private 
discussion in the War Office to-day. 
It is reported that they decided to pro­ 
pose toParliament to immediately place 
the first and second army corps on a 
war footing and issue magazine rifles 
to all the regular troops; that a special 
committee be formed to attend tp the 
stores necessary for field service, and 
that the volunteer artillery corps he 
sent to Portsmouth tobe drilled in the 
use of guns of large caliber. 
WOLSELEY DEFENDED. 
The Standard defends General Woi" 
seley. It says: He may air hisanxr 
eties and patriotic citizenship without 
committing an extreme offense, but 
to confront and impeach in P ar 
liament, 
the

serves would he an intelligible 
breach of sound tradition. 
Lord 
Salisbury's warmth' was perhaps 
excusable, although not qnite fair to 
i General Wolseley or to the people, 
who are sick of eternal commonplaces 
and official optimism.

Lord Carnarvon, in reply to Par­ 
nell, explains the points of his idea of 
tho proper basis for Irish self-govern­ 
ment as follows : First—Supremacy 
of the Crown and Imperial Parliament 
in ultimate resort. Second—Control 
o4 the police and appointuieut of the 
judiciary by the Crown. Third—Lim­ 
itation of local taxation to such 
amount as to prevent in justice. Fourth 
—The reasonable satisfying of the 
people of Ulster. Fifth—The whole 
to be preceded by some land settle­ 
ment. 
To these, Carnarvon says, must lie 
added the separation of the legislative 
and executive functions. He details 
very fully the difficulty of such a 
scheme, butj right or wrong, he says 
the scheme is utterly impossible now, 
Gladstone having destroyed all chance 
of a reasonable settlement on each a 
basis. 
Lord Carnarvon then deals w’ith 
tho crown colony idea in the same de­ 
tail, and gives his opinion that, 
though the plan is a difflcnlt one, it is 
not impossible. He says his ideas are 
solely his own, and his late colleague 
is in no way responsible for them.

Scott g Able Defense of 
the MiUs Bill. 


B0.NO ACCEPTANCES TO DATE. 


rii« Surplus. IJke Baiiqno'a O hott. 
Will Not Down—Depart­ 
ment Notes.

W ashington, May 11.—Mills, of 
Texas, from the Committee on Rules, 
reported a resolution providing tho 
hour for tho daily meeting of the 
House shall hereafter be 11 o'clock, 
and after the general debate on the 
Tariff bill shall have closed, the House 
shall adjourn each day at 5 p. u. 
Adopted. The House then went into 
committee of the whole on the Tariff 
bill, and was addressed by Scott, of 
Pennsylvania. 
Scott began his speech with a de­ 
fense of the science of political econo­ 
my and tho correctness of its conclu­ 
sions. He asked whether this great 
country of sixty millions, strong with 
inventive genius, keen with labor, 
more skilled than any other people 
on the globe, should decline to 
compete for supremacy in the 
marts of mankind aud continue 
forever to trade among ourselves 
under the insane dolusion that we 
were growing rich by the process. 
Our friends, the enemy, said “ Kes, let 
us build a Chinese wall around this 
joung and vigorous people whose 
eager enterprise already chafes nnder 
the hounds of nature, and if we can­ 
not make it wholly impervious let us 
make it as nearly bo as we can." 
They were Bourbon—Bonrbons all— 
aud of the densest kind. Their faces 
were turned backward, not forward. 
Thev were looking through the dismal 
shades of the dead past—not through 
the glowing ray of the living present. 
The bill was framed in the interest 
of the whole people. It was intended 
in the first instance to stay the mount­ 
ing surplus in the Treasury ; threaten­ 
ing, overwhelming and possibly im­ 
mediate disaster, even now vividljr 
impending; and, second, to relieve as 
far as prudence wonld permit at this 
time the overburdened industries of 
the country from excessive taxation, 
the proceeds of which do not pass 
into vhe Treasury, ¡but go directly 
to support grasping monopolies, # 
which were for the most part com-* 
bined in utterly indefensible and 
itrociousty oppressive action. 
A bill had been introduced by a 
member of the House (Randall; and 
referred to the committee, which pro­ 
vided a large reduction of internal 
taxes and dealt vepr curiously Indeed 
with customs duties; but taking the 
iron and steel schedule as a fair Index 
of the genius proposed in the bill, and 
with which the member introd * 
it was supposed to be most fan 
r 
and the passage of judgment on the 
whole from this, it was safe to say 
that it was not in line with reveno# 
reform, not in the interest of the con­ 
sumer, nor middleman, nor manu­ 
facturer, but, in fact, increased the 
burdens on every avocation, every in­ 
dustry—the iron works as weil as the 
farmer. Taking it item by item, it 
gave the astounding resnlt that for 
every dollar of reduction of duties in 
the iron schedule,$26 was added to the 
burdens of the public, already too 
onerous to be borne. Instead of re­ 
ducing tAxes, this bill actually pro­ 
posed to increase them. 
A majority of the Committee on 
Ways and Means had sought first to 
relieve the manufactnrfng industries 
by placing on the free list as far as 
possible such articles as were essen­ 
tially ne-essary to them to enable 
them to compete not only in their own 
home markets but in the markets of 
the world. Second, in the revision and 
readjustment of the various schedules 
under t^e tariff to leave ample duties 
on all merchandise that could possibly 
he imported from abroad in competi­ 
tion with home products, and to pro­ 
tect home manufacturers and the 
labor employed by them. 
Protection, so called, would add not 
a penny to the wage-workers’ pay,-or 
give one day’s additional labor in the 
year, but it would rob him of an un­ 
due proportion of his earning to pur­ 
chase the necessaries of life and keep 
him tremblingly dependent; since the 
recent history cf this country showed 
that the tendency of protected indus­ 
tries was towards combination in the 
form of trusts, under which produc­ 
tion was arbitrarily suspended, rais­ 
ing prices to consumers and throwing 
the workingman out of his job. A 
monopoly more terrible, more danger­ 
ous to the liberties of the country, 
more oppressive to the laborer cannot 
be imagined. 
Continning his speech, Mr.* Scott 
said: Upon no class of people dose 
the present fiscal hardens Dear so 
heavily as upon the fanning class. 
One of the strong arguments the pro­ 
tectionists made to the farmer was the 
home market ihat protection was al­ 
leged to insure for hia produce. It 
was a fallacy and fraud, and intelli­ 
gent farmers wonld not longer be de­ 
ceived by it. 
He called attention to natural gaa, 
and said manufacturers who were so 
fortunately sitoated required nothing 
more to enable them to take the start 
of this majestic world and bear the 
palm alone; put free raw material and 
open markets around the globe, with 
no unnecessary restriction here or 
there in cheap food and cheap cloth­ 
ing.Another vexed question is wool. 
This bill put wool od the free list, not 
only in the interest of the wool manu­ 
facturer, bat of sheep husbandry 
itself. To enable the manufacturer of 
this country to compete in the home 
market and to export the surplae 
abroad, he must be able to purchaae 
his wool as favorably, not only as to 
price,but as to the selection of qualities 
and kinds, as does his foreign com­ 
petitor. Immediately wool was free, 
our manufacturers would begin to 
draw upon the markets of the world 
for raw material to meet the Ameri­ 
can demand. The resnlt would be 
an advance in wool in the foreiy 
fcoNTtsiaa •!* rtrra ra ea.1

R e c o r d o f a T lio u w a itd S tr ik e * . 
T he New York S u n publishes u 
record of 1000 strikes w hich have oc­ 
curred in tliis country since Jan u ary 
1, 1887. T he following is a summary*: 
A bout 3 per cent, of all th e strikes 
of 1887 wore for peculiar causes diffi­ 
cult to classify. T he others, or 97 per 
cent., m ay be grouped under three 
causes: 
D em and 
for 
fewer hours’ 
work, or higner wages, 542 strikes, or 
53 per c e n t.; trades unions dem ands 
oth er th an wages an d hours, 225 
strikers, or 20 per c e n t.; sym pathetic 
strikers, 08, or 8 per cent. ’ O ut of the 
884 strikes inaugurated in 1887, 247 
were successful, and 115 m ore were 
com prom ised upon such basis as gave 
m ore 
or 
less 
advantage 
to th e 
w orkm en over th eir previous con­ 
ditions. 
The successful 
an d com ­ 
prom ised 
strik es together eulisted 
128,234 em ployes, or about 38 per 
cent, of all th e strikers. In 1880 about 
20 per cent of the strik eis were 011 the 
w iuning side. 
The greatest num ber 
of strik ers in a single State w ere in 
P ennsylvania, 111,317 w ere o ut a t 
different tim es.

T he building trades lost m ore d ay s’ 
woik th an any class of strikers, the 
aggregate being 1,402,078. 
T he hoot 
and shoe m akers com e n ex t w ith 
1,291,043. T he num ber of days spent 
in unsuccessful strikes in th e whole 
y ear was 5,081,315, an d In successful 
strikes, 1,776,694. The.-e figures do not 
include th e strikes th a t were unfin­ 
ished ou th e 1st of Ja n u ary last, of 
w hich all b ut one have been settled 
unsuccessfully from th e strik ers’ point 
of view. 
T hat one is still in progress 
am ong W estern glass-m akers. T here 
strikes account lor a round 3,000,000 
m ore days lost, and a grand total for 
th e year, therefore, is 10,000,000 days' 
tim e 
lost on 
account of 
strikes. 
As there are nearly 350,000 strikers, 
it appears th a t about one m onth per 
capita was lost by th em . Suppose the 
average daily earnings of these m en 
was $1.50,a conservative estim ate w hen 
the great num ber of carpenters 011 
strike is considered, th e total loss in 
w ages for the year w ould am ount to 
about $13,5000 000. 
T he m oney lo sj. 
in th e successful strikes m ay he esti­ 
m ated a t $2,400,000 in 
wages, or 
about $18.75 for each striker. 
It is 
im possible to give a trustw orthy esti­ 
m ate of th e loss to general business 
interests from the sam e causes, aud 
t> th e consum ers upon whom m any 
strikes react in th e raising of prices 
for staple products. 
One of the m ost im portant features 
of recent strike history has been tiie 
developm ent of com binations am ong 
em ployers, not only those in th e sam e 
lino of business and in th e sam e lo­ 
cality, but am ong those widely sepa­ 
rated and identified wi h diverse pur­ 
suits. 
It was against su c h a com bina­ 
tion th at th e shoem akers of W orcester

struggled, an d the 
b id d in g trades

were 
defeated by a sim ilar m ethod.

were th ree charges— one the fore­ 
going and two others for burglary, 
against th e defendant, to be tried 
yesterday, but as th e attorneys for th e 
• i.-i.-r.nawore engaged in o th er cates 
during th e forenoon, thev all were 
postponed until 3 r. m., whim th is ease 
cam s u p for exam inatiou. 
^ T he lirst w itness called was C harles 
E. M osher, but, as he w at ab sen t, his 
brother, E dw ard 8 .M osher, answ ered, 
am i s a id : I am a b rother of C harles 
E. M osher. 
Som e tim e last April 
—about th e 10th— we m issed a nickel- 
plated 38-calibre 
pistol 
from the 
draw er in tiie bureau in our room at 
451 South M ain street. 
I placed th e 
pistol in th e d raw er in th e morniDg, 
and m y brother an d 1 w ent to our 
w ork at T enth and M ain streets. 
W hen wo cam e back in th e evening, 
about 7 o ’clock of th e sam e day, 1 
looked in th e draw er and found th at 
th e pistol was gone. 
Tho pistol be­ 
longed to m y brother, and was one 
th a t he changed from a rim fire to a 
center fire action. 
I m ade inquiries 
an d found th a t only th e cham berm aid 
had been in th e room to clean it up 
as usual. 
I could not ascertain if any 
one else had been in there.

is to the left of th e staircase as we go 
up.

E m il H arris, th e detective, s a id : I 
have known Mr. A. J . L ucas since he 
cam e to L ob A ngeles.

had a search-w arrant to search Lucas 
place for tho pistol and found it on his 
desk in a paper b jx stan d in g on his 
desk. 
M r. Lucas handed it to m e. 
I 
think it was the first th in g we found 
enum erated in th e'search -w arran t.

also found a gold w atch chain w ith .. 
blue enam eled locket, a gold ring with 
a w ater opal setting, one w hite cam eo 
earring, another gold ring w ith 
cam eo setting, a sil ver plated button 
hook and a gold shaw l pin, the shape 
of a fan. 
T h at was all we found 
there, th en we w ent to M r. Luca 
residence. 
Jh e re we found a silv .. 
beaded purse, a gold pencil w ith pen 
and a silver plated corkscrew .

Lucas’ office, he stated th at th e boy 
Elton had handed him th e articles to 
keep for him , saying th a t they were 
too heavy for him to carry . 
M r. L u ­ 
cas said h e th ought th e articles w ere 
stolen, and 
h ad so m arked them . 
He had not notified th e police or the 
new spaper 
reporters th a t 
he had 
stolen property in his possession be­ 
cause he w anted to get th e rew ard. 
H e claim ed au th o rity to retain the 
articles because he was in th e private 
detective business. 
H ere th e articles previously m en 
tioned were adm itted in evidence and 
placed in a row upon th e table in front 
of th e court. 
H ere Colonel w ells obtained the 
affidavits for th e search w arrants and 
read them aloud to th e w itness, for 
him to sta 'e w hether o r not he knew 
th e articles offered in evidence to be 
included in th e w arrant. 
In answ er 
to a question as to w hy he h ad taken 
articles not included in th e search 
w arrant, w itness stated th a t Lucas 
had h auded them to him stating th a t 
they belonged to E lton.

to Mr. L ucas’ house I h ad th ree offi­ 
cers around th e house. 
I went th eie 
w ith tw o other m en. O ne w ent around 
th e house, th e o ther w ent in w ith me.

She objected to 
m y searching the place. A lady friend 
who was present, told h er th at she 
would have to su b m it, w hereupon she 
handed m e a purse and a pencil,'s a y ­ 
ing “ th at is a ll.”

W itness could not state, he had 
given th e articles w rapped in th e pa­ 
per to Sheriff K ays and had not seen 
it since.

W itness w ent o n : W hen I w ent to 
Lucas’ office he seem ed to th in k we 
were joking, an d M etzler said : “ We 
are not joking Mr. Lucas.

earn est,” and he began to read the 
w arrant. 
As he m entioned each article Lucu_ 
brought them out. 
H e did not oiler 
to give us anything. A fter we finished 
th e search 1 said to L ucas: “ M r. 
Lucas. I’ll h av e to place you under 
a rre st,” an d I did so. 
W hen ques­ 
tioned about E lton, L ucas said at first 
he ifid not know h im , a n d then w h-n 
we asked him if he had not em ployed 
Elton in San F rancisco, he adm itted 
th at he had. 
I then asked Mr. Lucas 
for

badge which

now w hen em ployed by him in Los 
Angeles.

from Vienna, 
about 
Francis Joseph and his horses, as 
follows: 
“ All the royal family are 
fond of horseback exerciHes, and the 
Empress, when in England two or 
three years since, was pronounced to 
be the best lady rider in Europe. 
It 
was her custom always to accompany 
the Emperor on hia journeys through 
th e great public parks of Vienna; but 
it is now a year or more since she has 
been on the back of a hor¿e, having 
been positively interdicted such exer­ 
cise by the learned doctor of Atuster 
dam, who attends her. As she is fiftv 
years old it is perhaps time she should 
give uu such violent exercise as she 
made it. 
“ I visited the stab’es of the Em­ 
peror which, with the courtyards, 
cover I don't know how many acres 
of ground, and saw the spacious in­ 
closure where the Empress used to 
break ill fractious steeds before riding 
them in public. A priva e dressing- 
room for her especial nee is attached 
with all conveniences, including mir­ 
rors all around for her to admire her­ 
self in her ridjng-habits, and a gallery 
for a band of music, wluch played 
while she displa\ed her skill and nerve 
am id the plaudits of the select few 
who were admitted to the exhibi­ 
tion. The stables are not more fine­ 
ly appointed than several I have 
seen belonging to private gentlemen 
in the United States, but were many 
times larger, and the stalls are im­ 
mensely roomy. The Emperor owns 
more than three thousand horses, 
distributed through the stabl s at­ 
tached to his various palaces iu town 
and country. 
“ In the Vienna stable there are now 
about four hundred und forty horses, 
attended by 200 stablemen and grooms 
and guarded by a regiment of infan­ 
try. The horses are all picked and all 
£oung. 
Over each stall is the name 
and pedigree of the horse and the 
year in which foaled, and I saw none 
th at wo e over six. 
When they get 
past that age they are considered no 
longer fit for the Em peror’s use. but I 
could not discover whether they are 
sold or given away. Never less than 
eight hordes are put to the great coach 
on state 
occasions, nor less than 
four for the smaller carriuges. 
To 
very few of the coaches is there a 
driver's seat, as postillions in the 
most gorgeous and elaboróte livery 
are put upon the horses. 
There are 
two sets of horses particularly which, 
if I may be perm itted to borrow that 
favorite feminine expression, ‘were 
just too lovely lor anything.' 
“ There were twenty milk-whites and 
twenty coal-blacks used for the slate 
coaches on grand occasions. 
The 
whites were white a s white could be, 
and the blacks, twenty magnificent 
stallions, who carried their proud 
heads as high a s any Emperor, were 
black as black could be. Such flow ing 
manes, such tails, fairly trailing on 
th e ground, and combed as fine a-> the 
liair of women, were a sight to bdiold. 
'J hsre were nearly one hundred horses 
in the stables, used 
only 
under 
the saddle, and upon whom no har­ 
ness had ever been placed. 
It would 
be quite impossible that Francis Jo­ 
seph or any o' her man conld get much 
personal use out of the .*1,000 1 terses, 
even if he devoted his whole time lo 
riding and driving. 
Hut the entire 
stock has a chanca to show what it is 
made of, for it is the custom of the 
Em peror upon all State occasions to 
provide the numerous staff which 
attends him and the Empress with 
coaches and horses. This staff will 
include hundreds, male and female, 
of the blood royal and of the nobility, 
beside the military officers. 
The .collection of carr ages is not 
less interesting than the horses. The 
number here is about one hundred 
and fifty. There a*e a dozen or more 
grand coaches, blazoned all over, even 
to the wheels, axles and poles, with 
gold and gilt, and the panels orna­ 
mented with painting. 
The orna- 
metation of the coich first made for 
Marie Therese could not have cost 
less than #100,000. 
This coach is 
never used n o r. 
Standing by its 
side 
is 
the 
coach 
in 
which 
Napoleon 
Bonaparte 
and 
Marie 
Louise first rode as consorts, and 
not far away h 
the 
little coach 
upon which rested the infant limbs of 
their unfortunate oflVpring, the Due 
de lleichstadt. 
A tiny little coach of 
rich and artistic design, and which 
wa=5 drawn by goafs, is there to re- 
miud Francis Joseph of the drives 
which he enjoyed riefore be put on 
trousers. There are several curruges 
which 
belonged 
to the Archduke 
M aximilian, fne brother of the late 
Emperor, and also the saddle which 
he rode in Mexico before the Mexi­ 
cans put cold lead in him. These are 
regarded as precious relics, and no 
one is allowed to put his finger on 
them .’’ ____________________ 


T h e W i i a l n R o b b e d o f H e r Y o u n g 
“ W hat’s in a nam e?” writes a co-- 
respondeut at Scituote. 
“ I read in 
the Journal of the bark Essex Having 
been struck by a floating object, sup 
posed to have been a whale, that the 
bark shivered as if she had struck a 
rock, part of her stern was carried 
away and the vessel sprung a leak, 
etc.

ahead about a quarter of a mile. 
Then, suddenly turning, B h e came at 
tbe ship with tremendous velocity, 
head on. 
“ The vessel was going at the rate 
of five knots, but such was the force

struck 
the ship 
•which was under the cat-head) that 
the vessel had sternway at the rate 
of three or four knots. 
The conse­ 
quence was that the sea rushed into 
the cabin windows, every man on 
deck was knocked down, and, worse 
than all, the bows were completely 
stove in. 
In a few minutes the vessel 
- filled and went on her beam ends. 
The masts were cut away and vessel 
righted. The upper deck was scuttled 
and provisions were obtained, when 
she was abandoned in mid-ocean.”—
